As registration gets under way 
for the 116th University academic 
year, recently completed buildings 
and additional equipment hold 
promise of making this a banner 
aession in the history of the insti- 
tution. 

The new Social Science Hall will 
provide admirable facilities for an 
expanded teaching program. The 
four-story building contains 32 fac- 
ulty offices, 25 classrooms and sem- 
inar rooms, and a reading room for 
the Division of Social Sciences. Th.e 
Hattie M. Strong Hali will furnish 
a beautiful home for women stu- 
dents at the University, and Soror- 
ity Hall will house seven of the 
University women’s social groups. 

The completion of These build- 
ings and the remodeling of the 
present facilities, along with the 
addition of many new courses and 
expansion of the academic curri- 
cula, are undoubtedly responsible 
for the large number of early reg r 
istrations.

When and if this 
debt Is paid, remaining amohnts 
will be put in a Student Club fund 
and will, probably be disbursed on 
other cooperative or student-activ- 
ity projects.

On the other hand, it is even harder to conceive 
of anyone who has been helped across what seemed 
like impossible bsrriers, whetfilr or not he has 
reached the goal, who could belittle the hand that 
made it possible. But thefe are many who, through 
a desire to acclaim themselves self-made, ignore 
and even bluntly deny the friend that made possible 
their success, regardless of its magnitude, or the 
magnitude of the assistance. 

We should take particular pains to be sure that 
we do not assume the attitude pf the jealous or the 
ingrate. Also we should. carefully guard against 
too intimate a relationship with persons wp already 
know' to be of these types.
